our Sauiour and his Apoſtles taught the ſame; then 
that the Martyrs mentioned in.ancient Hiſtories gaue 


eeſtimony ro the famebyrheir death, |. 1: * > |: 
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mediare duety whereby men ſerue God : And tur. 
ther, that true Religion and the right w:y to ſerue 


—G d,is that onely which God hath rcucalcd to men. 


Now God ſpak« to ti'e Fathers in old time by the 
Frophets, declaring his will herein by peece-macale 
or by ſundry parts,and in ſundry manners;{ #t in theſe 
I:ft dayes (faith the Apoſtle) he hath ſpoken to vs by his 
Sonne char is,by Ieſus Chriſt.In which words the na- 
ture of the oppoſition of theſe two reuelations of the 
will of God,de-larcth that by Icſus Chriſt his onely 
Sonne,Ged hathreuealed his will concexping true 
Religion, andthe right way to worfhippe and ſerue 
him,not any more by parts, but wholly and fully, nor 
in any manner that may be after changed, as was the 
worſhip of the Fathers, but in a manner certaine, vn- 
changeable,and to remaine for euer. 

This Religion our Saviour Ieſus Chriſt firſt ravght 
in his owne ſacred perſon, as it is declared inthe hi. 


ſtory of the Goſpcll written by foure witneſſes, two 


Apoftles and rwo Euangeliſts : after by his cemman- 
dement, his holy Apoſtles preach. d and publiſhed 
the ſameReligioa to all Nations. For the preaching 
whereof vnto them while they yer remained at Z-7u- 
ſalems, according to his pro'niſe they were baptized 
withrheholy Ghoſt and with fire. By which holy 
Spicitstnſpirarion, they being clothed with power 
from aboue,and-hauing recciued the miraculous gift 
to ſpeake with ſtrange languages, and a mighty in- 
creaſe of all ſpirituall graces needfull for that ſervice, 

fo ſpake of the great workes of God tothe lewes, 

that from all parts of the world were coiae to /ers-

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vnderſtood; E:rſt, that Religion is the way and in» 
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ſalem, that 'the ſame day there were addedtothe Ats2.gc. 
Church about 3000.peiſons. After by reaſon ofthe ,,,,. "MF 
perſecurion that wzs raiſed againſt thoſe that received 
their doQrine,:n.! other occafions thatGod diſpoſed, 
their docrine w.s publiſhed in diuerſe Countries; 
and at Antioch in Syria {> preuailed, that there firſt 3451126. 
the Diſciples were named Chriſtians, of Chriſt 
whoſe R: ligienthey recciued;, of which beginning = 
and procecding ofthe Goſpecll, to the time of the 
Apoltle Pazls impriſonment at Rome, the Evangeliſt 
Zeke hath written the yndoubted certainty in ns hi- 
ſtory of the As of che Apoſtles,” which ſtory is in- 
larged.by that was written alſo hereof by ſome ofthe 
Apoſtlcs themſclues in their Epiſtles, and alſo inthe 
Keuelation. 
By which ſacred bookes of the new Teſtament, it 
molt cer:ainly and manifeſtly appeareth-whar'the 
| religion and doQti:ie was which our Sautour®Chrift 
+ and his Apoſt'es tanghr,and Chriſtian Churches af- 
rer profeſſed rhat conrinucd intheir doctrine : And 
this is ſummarily that moſt holy fairh and/true Chri- 
ſtian religion which is now profeſſed in Enx/azd,and 
eſtabliſhed by publique Aumhoriry.

| BIR /d,icis co be vaderſtood that there are two 
bookes efſtabliſhcd by publique and higheſt authori- 

B2 ty 
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- ry amongſt vs, wherein are declared the particular 
. points of Chriſtian Religion, as they now are recei- 
ued and profeſſed in England; the one of theſe is inti- 
tulcd the booke of Articles of. Cariſtian Religion a- 
preedin the Conuocation, inthe yeere of our Lord 
156 2, Inwhich booke is declared ſhortly in ſeye- 
rall Articles,the whole doctrine of Faith, and of the 
Sacraments which we profeſle. | 

The otheris:thedooke of diuine Seruice and com. 
mon Prayer, wherein-is ſet downe the whole order 
whereby we ſerue God publiquely in our Churches. 
Intheſetwo,or in cither of them (for ſubſtance) is 
contained rhe declaration of our Religion : where- 
fore if the Religion deliuercd in either of theſe b:e 
prooucd to bee the ſame which Chriſt and his Apo- 
files raught,and that which for any part whereof true 
Martyrs -of ancient time haue ſuffered, then is that 
prooued which is here defired, which proofe ar this 
time it ſeemeth moſt conuenient to be made, eſpeci- 
ally of the booke. of diuine Seruice. For the Law - 
withvs requireth eſpecially to ſerue God, according 
to ſuch forme as iseſtabliſhed by Authority, and ſet 
downe inthe booke of divine Seruice and common 
Prayer. Therefore to yeeld {atisfaftion_to ſuch Ro 
mane Catholique Recuſants as are offfffyded at ſuch 
parts thereof as differ from the Licurgy ofthe Church 
of Rowe, {uch principall parts of the ſaid diuine Ser- 
uice are here to bec iultificd ro bee eſtabliſhed a- 
mongſt vs according to that Doctrine which our Sa- 
viour Chriſt and his Apoſtles have delivered. 

For performance whereof, it is to be vnderſtood, 
that there are ſundry poines of Religion ſet downe 
inthe ſaid booke,whereof no pretended Catholique 
a | is 


is ſuppoſed to make any doubt : Ofthis ſort it is tha 


the ſaid Booke appointeth the reading of the holy 
Scriptures of both the Teſtaments, and particularly 
out of the-old Teſtament, of the Law of the two Ta- 
bles contayning the ren Commandements of Al- 
mighty God; and ou of the new Teſtzmenrt,of the 
Lords Praycr.Of like kinde alſo it is that inthe fame, 
our faith in many of the higheſt and moſt ſacred my. 
ſteries of Chriſtian Religion, is declared and profeſ- 
{ed ia three of the moſt ancient and notable Confeſſi- 
ons of Chriſtian faith that haue beene gathered out 
of the Scriptures in any former ages: Of which Con- 
felons or Creedes as they are commonly called , 
the firſt and moſt ancient is that which vſually 1s ca 
led che Apoſtles Creede, becauſcit containeth many 
principall points of the Doctrine of the Apoſtles, 
and in a great part,followeth from one degree to an- 
other the Story of the Goſpell,concerning the ſundry 
degrees ofthe humiliation and glory of our Sauiour 
Chriſt, ; 

The other two, are ſomewhat larger declarations 
of the fame points of docrinethararein the former, 
of which Confeflions or Creedes,the one is of Atha- 
»aſizes, that reſolute & conſtant Profeſſor of Chriſt, 
worthy in. honour to be immortall in the Church ac- 
cording to his name. 

The other, the Creede fet forth by the firſt and 
moſt famous ecamepnzcall Councell of Nice : Belides . 


theſe, thoughnot expreſſed:ia-this bookegthe Lawes + hol 
of England {o receiue the holy determinations of all - 


the firſt foure generall Councels, inthat they agree- 
ably to the Scriptures determined of the doctrine...

Faith; viz. Biapriſme, the S:icrament of our new 
birch z and the Lords Supper, the Sacrawent ot our 
continuall nouriſhment by him to life cuerl2ſting. 
Finally the ſame beoke containeth(befides the Lords 
prayer, the true rule and direction whit by all other 
are framed) many ether godly prayers for all eſtates 
and degrees, and applied to the confcſſion of our fins, 
to the adminiſtration of the Sacr:men's, and orher 
like occaſions of the Church. Thus farre of ſuch 
particulars as itisto be thought no Chriſtian doub. 
tcth bur that th:y are from God. Wherefore the 
proofe to bee made ſeemerh necdfull only in ſuch 
points as our Church hath reformed in the Religion 
and Liturgie profeſſed and vicd in the Church of 
Rome.

prayers be madetv God, and to God alone: And by 
like Authority thcre are learned Homilies ſer out 
declaring and: prouing that to worſbip creatures in 
them(clues orin their Images, and to haue them in. 
Churches, is not lawfull. Now in ſome- former time 
by the authority of the Sea of Rowe our Churches 
& Temples in Erg/and were wont to bee full of Ima- 
ges,ſome repreſenting God,8& the facred Myſtery of 
the Perſons inthe Gudhead, and ſome repreſenting. 
Teſus Chriſt, both otherwifc,and ſpecially as hee was 
crucified ; befid:s theſe, thre was allo almoſt an in- 
numer-ble multitude of Im:ges repreſenting the 
Saints departed our ofthis life, beſides many other, 
of whoſe Chriſtian vertycs-there appeared little 
proofe. | 

And as theſe Images were brought into the Chur- 
chcs, ſothey were by like authority ſcrued and wor-. 
ſhiped, with garments, o1namen:s, kiffing, kneeling, 
creeping,candlelight,cenfing,rcading their Legends, 
fioging Am heines, and making prayers to them, and 
tethcir honuur, or at leaſt to their honour that were 
repreſented by them. 

Which being ſo, it is to bee conſidered what our 
Saujour Chriſt and is Apsfties taught concerning 
the ſubic of diuin- Seruice,that ſo it; might appeare 
that our Religion and manncr of kruing God in 


Evglarnd, is the ſame ia this reſpect that was "- 
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realy contrary tothcir Dorine. , w 
loh.4. 23,26. Qur Sauiour Chiſt taught that God is a Spirit, and 
that whoſocuer will worſhip him aright, muſt wor- 
ſhip himin ſpirit and truth : whereby it is plaine that 
the Godhead or any perſon of the Godh-ad, cannot 
e repreſented by an Image. Foritno Artofa man, 
can trucly repreſent the ſoule of a man,becauſe it is 
a ſpirituall ſi.bſtance which no bodily thing can tru- 
ly repreſent, much leflc can the ſpiricuall ſubſtance 
of God be repreſented, which without all compart.

On the contrary, in all places yet ſubic rothe 
Sea of Rome, the Temples are full of Images, yea pri. 
uate houſes, publique ſtreers, and high-wayecs, and 
nothing cirher ſo priuate or ſo-publique, where theſe 


Idols are not, By which compariſon it manifeſtly ap- 


peareth that our Religion in Exg/and,for this pointof 
the ſubieR of divine Seruice, isthat which was taught 
by Chriſt and his Apoſtles; and the ſervice ofthe: Sea 
of ome is direftly contrary toir, and full-of Idelatry. 
But ſome thinke ro avoid all that the Scripmures ſpeak 
azainſt Idols and Idolatry by a diſtinRion or twogfor 
which end diſtinguiſhing berweene Sula and. acrpele, 
they ſay thatthis latter only, that is,a«reda,is forbid- 
den to bee gjuen to creatures;bur the foriner, that is, 
foie, may be giuento ſome creatures, yea & toſome 
alſo a higher worſhip whichthey calb\w«#iave. Bur 
this diſtinion cannot ferue to excuſe the worſhip & 
ſeruice done to Images by ſuch asarc ſubie&tothe 
Sea of Rome : Forthe people ignorant of this diftin; 
ion (ifthere were any ſuch io the Scriptures)could ' 
not poſſibly be kept from Idolatry by it,'but- would 
be in continyal{ dangerto pafſe rhe bounds of wor- 
ſhip preſcribed, and to giue to their Images Rm_

Churches wbich ro the Scaof Rome, Bur this is 
plainely confured'by that the Prohibition of the law 
forbiddeth bowing down ot the body,or any manner 
of reli2ious ſcruice to bre done to the likenes of any FP 
thing is heauen, inthe earth, or imthe waters vader Ex0d.20, 94” 
che earth. Now the Images ſcrivp in all. the Po- Le 2 
piſh Churches, are ſimilitudes of ſome ſuch things, We” 
therefore thry are by that law torbidden. Beſides, 
the law commanding God onely to be adored, ſerued, 
and worſhiped religiouſly, excluderh alike from thar 
honorall creatures whatſdener, according asitis faid

latry is no lefle that isdone in communicating theſe 
h&ors with the chiefe ſeruants of God,then was the 
Idolatry ofthe beathen in yeelding of the ſameto the 
Lords ofthe Gentiles. Sometime the Lord in this re- 
ſpect compareth himſelfe alſo to a King. Now in 
like manner they are no lefle guilty of high treaſon 
againſt a lawfull King that yeeld his proper regalicies 
and honorsto any of his owne ſubics, then if they 
did it to ftrangers. For the alleagiance being com- 
municated with any other, high treaſon is commited, 
whatſocyer the party be to whom it is yeelded, whe. 
ther itbe an eacmic or a friend, ſtranger or a ſubice, 
onethart is farre off, or of the neareſt about him, an 
of cheeteſt dignity in his Court. h 
For theſe aredutiesthar will notKmit of any par- 
ticipation and fellowſhip with any other, but are to 
be yeelded wholly and onely to the ſoueraigne King 
and 1awfull Husband. Aadas whatſocuer js other- 
wiſe is adultery and high treaſon; ſointhecaſc of re- 
ligious adoring and worſhipping, whatſocuer is yeel- 
dedto any-creature, or to the Imapgeand likeneſſe of 
any creature,is the finne of Idolatry. efoxe the 
difference betwixe the parties repreſented by the 1- 
mages, cannot excuſethe matter. Moreoquer, thar 
ſuchadoration and fſeruice isnot to be excuſed may 
appeare, in that often times the people of 1/74e/and 
others,are reprooucdfor worſhipping the Sunne,the 
Moone.rhe Starres,and all the hoſte of heauen.Like- 
wiſcia that the cenfing of the braſen Serpent isac- 
counted Idolatry, notwithſtanding that at the begin-

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'S ſaid as well of themas of. the other, Thaz 
they haze eyes to ſee, yet they ſee not eares tobeare, but 
they beare not; feete 18 goe, but walke not but ſtand in 
ueede to be ified wp te the place where they fkand,and to 
be nailed to it leaft they falldowne ; Therefore no ſuch 
Images are to bee honoured, norco bee ſuffered in 
Chriſtian Churches. | | 
For theſe and ſuch like are the reaſons for which 
the worſhippers of Images are reprocucd by the 
Sc-iptures as Idulaters : viz.” becauſe they worſhip 
the workes of mens hands, they worſhip things that 
are dead, as tacks and ſtones, falſe repreſemations, 
and lying ſhapes,char haue likeneſle of ienſcs and life, 
and yet are inducd withno ſcnce nor power of life ; 
and finally, ſuch things as can neither do good nor 
hurt ro men,burt need mens helpe to ſtand, and may 
be burnt or otherwiſe conſumed by them. 
hs is the doQtrine of our _ Lol and .of 
is Apoltles concerning this point,that God gacly is 
to kata a. ns as” that no creatures 
or their Images are te be adored. After thar alſo a 
laag tim-,the ſame doarine was acknowledged,and 
the worſhip cf Images reprooued. For declaring

Here might bee ſhewed the ſtory, from what be- 
inning and by what degrees this corruption entered 
and prevailed in the Church, till at lengrh the ſecond 
councell of NzcedireRly againſt the wordot God and 
all ancient praRtife of the Church,decreed the ſerting 
vp of Images inthe Churches,and worſhipping of 
them | 

For tbat the Doctrine of our Sauiour Chriſt and of 
his Apoftles was contrary hereunto,&the ſamewhich 
our Church in E:z/anud doth teach and maintaine, 
whereof here is queſtion, hath bene already decla- 
red. Therefore touching the firſt point of our religion 
in diuine ſeruice, which concerneth the ſubicR, which 
is,that God onely is to be religiouſly worſhipped, 8: 
not Images,or yet any creature whatſocuer : Thus.it 
hath bene proued which was dilired,that our Religi- 
on herein is that which the Lord Icfus himſclfe 8& his 
mofſt faithfull miniſters the Apoſtles taughr anddeli- 
uered. 

Now falloweth the ſecond poynt of thoſe which 
are common to all diainc Seruices, that is, in what 
language or tongue it 15tobe performed: wherein 
the dodtrineand pratiſe of eur Church in England 
is,that it be adminiſtred ina ſpeech knownce,and yn-

For if aſcruantor a fonnethar 
hath offended his Lord and Farther, or a ſubic& rhar

feſt figne of his anger and indignation? Euen fo when 
any aſſembly of Chriſtian people ſhall gather them- 
ſelucs rogether,to preſent theſelues to God, ro craue 
of him grace & pardon for their fins,to offer their pe- 
titions and ſeruice to him, ir muſt needes bee an hea- 
uy and vncomfortable token vnto them of Gods 
high diſpleaſure roward them, when hee voych{aferh 
not to ſpeake any gracious words vatothem that they 
can vnderſtand, but ſpeaketh tothem ia a ſtrange lan- 
guage.

The 
writings of the Prophets alſo were ſo read amongſt

comforrlefſe;'and to enery good vic for which God 
hath-ordained it. -To this end, atthe ordination of 
Miniſters,-they-are earneſtiyexhorted to the'perfor- 
mance of this duty, and there are many bountifull 
allowances in divers parts of the Realme aſſigned 
for Preachers to attend-ypon that Service. ha 
In performance whereof there are alſo required 
twothings. The one is that the DoEtine be ſound, Tit.:.2. 
that is, holy, and grounded vpon the Sctiptures; 2.7.34: 
The other, that this duty bee performed with all © 
fairhfulnefſe and diligence. Now in all theſe points 
alſo, our Religion is the ſame which was taught by 
eur Sauiour Chtiſt 2nd by his Apoſtles.

And of ſuch care, many IniunQions, Conſtituti- 
ons, Canons,Statutes,and Aﬀts of Parlament, made 
both for the aduancement of preaching of Gods 
word, 2nd alſo for the faithfull diligence of the Mi- 
niſters therein, doe plenrifully teſtihe. Bur eſpecial- 
ly thoſe are moſt wonhy honor, which prouide for 
the fincerity and foundnefle of the DoQtrine of faith, 
and of the Sacraments ,ſet downe inthe booke of 
Anicles, agreed vpon in-the Conuocation, inthe 
ycere of our Lord 1562. and inthe 13 yeere of the 
reignc of our late gracious Queene, ordained tobee 
acknowledged ſound and holy, 'as it is by ſuch as 
ſhill cake ordinary care and charge of ſoules within 
the Church of Exgland, All which Articles have 
beene often Iuſtificd by many: learned Treatiſes 
johntly and ſcucrally concerning them. For which 
cauſe ir ſcemeth not needfull vpon occaſion to enter 
into the debating and proving of them ( which 
wovld aske a long time) eſpecially ofthe errors of 
the Sea of Rome which are very many,S& were with-

Bur if particular queſtions be moued of any one of 
them, no neceſſary duty ſhall bee wanting, to proue 
the truth and ſoundneſſe of that may bee doubred 
of, and to difprouc any crror that may bee main- 
taincd againſt ir. For this time,& rhe payne thatis in 
kond,it may ſuffice heere to haue mentioned the care 
of our Church in Exy/end, that the word of God

Ve reade 
alſo in the Goſpel, and in other bookes of thenew 
Teftamenr, that the Apoſtles accordingly did admi- 
niſter them borh. 

Bur of any other Sacrament wee reade nor, that 
cither our Sauiour Chriſt miniſtred and ordained 
any, no: that the Apoſtles did adminiſter any other. 
As for thoſe five which the Sea of Reme addeth to 
the number of the Sacramems, ſome of them wee 
acknowledge to bee holy ordinances, and ſtares of 
life, allowed in the Scripture, bur have not like na- 
ture with Baptiſme and the Lords Supper ; and 
ſome haue beene brought into the Church vpon a 
corrupt following ef cxamples nar intended for Sa> 
craments. | 

Bur becauſe this queſtion is at large debated iman- 
ſwer to another queſtion concerning this matter, ir 
may ſuffice to haue ſaid thus mucii in generall rouch- 
ing the Sacraments. 

Concerning th* Sacraments as farre as we differ 
from the Sea of Reme and hane reformed the abuſes 
thereof in the adminiſtration of rhem, wee admini- 
ſterthem in the Ew2/ſh ſpeech, with declaration of 
the chiefe doArines figned by them, wherein our 
Religion and practiſe is according to the word of 
God. For it hath beenc Gods good pleaſure —_ 
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and ſpeQacles, but fo adminiſtred as the people 
mighr\ce taught to vnderſtand what were the Do 

Qrines that were ſigned and confirmed by them. 

This wasalſothe Doctrine of our Sauiour Chriſt, 

as appearcth by this that giuing charge to his Apo- | 

{les heereof, he ſaich, Teach all Nations, baptiſing Math28.19, 
them, declaring thereby that the meaning and Do- | 

Arine for confirmation whereof hee ordained Bap- 
tiſme, ſhould bee declared. And of the Sacrament 
of his Supper, ſaith, 4s of? «5 yee doe this, ſhew forth 1 Coc,11.26. 
the Lords death till be come. And againe, Doe yee 

this in remembrance of me, Now Chriſt taught the 

Do&rine of that ordinance which hee there mſtiru- 

ted and deliuered. Such was alſo the DoQrine of the 

Apoſtles in all places of the New Teſtament, that

Becanfe wee hauc ſufficient 
commandement in the Sctiptures for the admini+ 
ſtration of it,thar is, without any of theſe.

. Forthe breadthey ſay, after Conſecration is tur- 
ned intothe reef body of Chriſt, which being fleſh 
and boacs, it followeth by rheix Doarine, thar there 
isno bread left inthe Sacrament as it is miniſtred by 
them: which errours of thereal, and bodily pre- 
ſence, and of the change and tranſablitantiation of 
the bread into the ficſhof Chriſt, ' arecoauicted-ro 
be moſt abſurd and erroneous both by the Scrip- 
tures, and by commen fence and reaſon. For the 
Scriptore (euen after the conſecration and ferting a- 
part of the bread to that ſacred and holy vſc, to bee 
a Sacrament of the Lords Body) doth often call -ic 
bread, as it appcarcth in the firſt Epiſtle to the Corrn- 
thians, Chap.

Bur in: this caſe neither doth the'eyeſecany 
fleſh, nor the taſt diſcetne of -any, but commorixeiſe 
that the bread remaineth bread till inſubſtance'sS< 
pearcth by the fight, ſmelling, fauour,and the taſte 
thereof ; by the effe of nouriſhing, by the'place' 
where itis on carth, andby rheaccidents ofiwhire- 
neſſe;fmalneſſe, roundnefſe, and by that it becomerts 
in time robce ſubicto beemouldy,and that it may 
beeeaten by Mice, and Vermine.

Contrariwiſethe Scriptures teach direcly the con- 
trary,and declare this DoQrineto bee full of errour 
and Blaſphemy. For the-Scriptures teach vs, that 
there is but one only Sacrifice that taketh away: the 
ſinnes of men, which is that holy Sacrifice which 
our Sauiour Chrift offered of himſelfe, that is,of his

nt God, as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh elſewhere, which 
redeemed: and purchaſed the Church.

ouer, according to the DoQrine of our-- Sapjour 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles, this Sacrament is: with vs 
to bee adminiſtred, fo. as not enely the Miniſter a- 
lone receive it,but others with him. For ſo our Sa- 
viour delivered itto his Diſciples, and ſaid,. Take 
ye, eate,and drinke yee all of ths. Likewiſe the Apo- 
ſtle Paul calleth the bread of the Lords table, the 
Communion of the Lords body.; and the cuppe of 
bleſſing, the Communion of his blood : Whereby 
iris playne, that this Sacrament ought to bee admi- 
niſtred in a Congregation of the faithfull and Chrj- 
ſtian people, whick together with the miniſter ſho1

- Bur contrary to this ordinance of Chriſt arc all 
the private Maſſes of the Church of Rome, in thar 
the Prieſt alone having catenyp his hoſt (as hee cal- 
leth it) ard-drunke vp his wine, ſendeth the people 
empty away, after that hee hath bleſt them with the 
empty .cuppe, to the high diſhonour of God, and 
the intollerable ſcorne and Cerifion of: his people: 
Heercunto isto be added that horribleidolatrie,thae 
isthe abominable fruit of the monſtrous crrour of 
Tranſubſtantiation. For-from hence cametheecle-: 
uation and-adoration of the wafcr-cake, which the 
Prieſt with his: backe toward the people, lifting vp:

purpoſe, with great pompe and fol-mmity they 
carry itin proceſſion ro be worſhipped & adored by 
the people. Finally whereas our Sauiour Chriſt hath 
ordained this holy Sacrament, to be admiaiſtred in 
that fincerity, and fimplicity, declared imhis word z

Wherewith if our adminiſtration of this: haly 
Sacrament bee compared, and cirhcrot themwith 
the Lords inflitution, it wil! manifcſtty appeare that 
their Mafſe hath no reſemblence with the Loads 
Supper.and that for moſt juſt.and nceeſſary cauſes, 
the manifold :buſes of ir are reformed in aur 
Church. Ir will ao appeare that the communion 
cclebrated in. our:Churcihes : Fiſt, with declararion 
of the DoQtine, ſigned by it io the vulgar-tongue. 
Secondly, in both kinds of bread and wine. Third-

clare that the Chriſtian Martyrs, yhich haue fuf- 
fered hitherto have ſuffered death ſor. profi 
thatthey worſhipped onely the true Gad, that had 
made heaucn & earth; 8 his onely begotten Sonne 
Telus Chrift : and refuſed to worſhip the Pagan 
Emperours [dols,and the Idols of the heathcn,that 
lived-in any part of the Romene Empire: Thecer- 
taine and vndoubted truth hereof, is to-beciuſtifi- 
ed by the Apologeticall and other writings of the 
ancicat Fathers, by my —_— Euſebine, & other - 
writers of Ecclefiaſticall ſtory & namely:of-Martyrs; :

namely, inthe laſt renneyecres perſecutions, ynder 
the five laſt heathen Emperours, which time is 
thought to bee forſhewed by the mention of teanc 
daycs ſpoken -in the 2 Chap. of rhe Rene/arion the 
ro'verſc: For by all theſe it is plentifully reſtified, 
that the Chriftians were put to death for no-other 
cauſe, but for profeſſing themſelues to bee Chriſti- 
ans, and refuſing ro worſhip the Idols of the hea- 
then.

The ſame is confirmed alſo by forraigne and hea- 
then writers, and namely, by the ediats-wnd pro- 
clamations of Emperors, by the commandements 
of theirofficers in their ſeuerall Protiitices; by their 
proceeding in Indgmear, the voyce of the cryer pro- 
c_— they which ſuffered death, profcfled' 
themſclues to bee Chriſtians, by a writing which 
was written-ia a'table 'of ſuch their profeſſion,' 
which was borne before the Martyrs; and finally, 
by the ſentences of their Iudges, for ſuch cauſe 
onely, adiuding them to ſuffer diuers ſundry kindes 
of exquifite rorments' and cruell deaths.

For 
theſc cauſes Po/ycarprs dyed asa faithfull ſeruant of 
Chriſt, whom hee ſayd hee had .ſcrued 86 yeares,

Attelis, another Martyr, was lead about the Am- 


phitheater, and a table borne before him, wherein it 


was written, This is Ata/w.the Chriſtian, 


Ir is wiitten of one Saphyrea virgin of Antioch, 


that as3 faire Sophzre, aIcmme, a Jewell, of great 


price;carying hir holy profc fon without any Raine 
being commanded to facrifice to the gods of the 
heathen, ſhee, graciouſly anſwered that ſhee was a 
Chaiſtian, and worſhipped almighty God ,who bad 
cccated all things; and. thatthe gods of the; Geavils 
were no gods, burdivels; for which worthy pro-

rhe prieſts ofthe Idols,that ſhe worſhipped not their

the new do@trine of the Chriſtians, and roteſtifie 
the ſame by the offering of Sacrifice : Bur ſhee con- 
ſtantly profeſſed rhat ſhee was willing to dye for 
the faith of Chriſt. After, being exhorred to ſpare 
hir children, and to perſwade them, to redeeme and 
fauetheir lives by ſacrificing, ſhee anſwered the Ma- 
oiſtrate, Thy mercy i impiecic, and rhy exhortation 
cruelty. For if my ſonnes ſhould ſacrifice ro [dols, 
they ſhould not ſaue theirliues, but caſt themſelues 
into hell Gre. Then turning ro hir Childref ſhee 
ſaid, My deareſt ſonnes, perſeucre in the faith, 
and confcffion of our Lord Icſus Chriſt, hee 
expe@ecth you with all his Saints; fight for your 
_— and ſhew your (clues faithfull in the loue of 
Chrift. 

Thus for worſhipping of Chriſt, and-refuſing to 
worſhip Idols, this happy mother, hauing ſecne hic 
ſeven ſonnes firſt flayne with ſundry deaths, and dy- 
ing ſcaucn times in them, at the laſt was alſo crow- 
ned with Martyrdome and recciued to cucrlafting 
felicity. 

Theſs few cxamples of almoſt an -infinite num- 
ber, may fuffice co ſhew, that the Martyrs which 
ſuffered vnder the heathen Romeive Enperours, 
ro the time of Conffartine the Great, which was 300
